Arrested But 
Milwaukee---.* Clint 


With Him. 


MILWAUKEE, March 1-1.— I'rentiss Tiller, 


who robbed the Pacific express oll'ieo at St. 
Louis of f!2n,000, is behind bars at Central 
police station here. His arrest awakens so 
much public interest that he proposed to 
police tu:il tho crowd should be charged an 
admission price to see- him as a curiosity. 
li:s happy disposition does not leave him in 
his udviirsicy, and ho talked quite guily with 
a United Press correspondent. Ho said ho 
was 2-1 years of age, and was born in Louis- 
ville. Ho had beon in Chicago a week, anil 
then eamu to Milwaukee. 


"You intended to go to Detroit, did ycu 


not?" '"Yes." 


t;f lave yon friends or relatives in that city)1' 


'•iN'ono whatever." 


"What would have been the object of your 


trip?" "Pleasure and b'.isiness combined." 


'•How much money did you talco?" "I dou't 


say that I took any."

amount has been greatly exaggerated, I 
should say about »5U,()00 iu cash and $5U,000 
in chocks."

Tiller says ho will go to St. Louis without

Tiller's arrost was tho result of that reck- 


lessness which seems sooner or later to tnar 
tho plans of most transgressors. He. left his 
valiso, crowdwl full of money and checks, at 
a trunk storo, with instructions to put it in a 
trunk he had purchased and ship the trunk to 
Detroit. Tho valise burst open in the hand* 
of the salesman as he wus putting it into tho

Tho Chinese soldier is therefore a scourgo tc 
his country, and is (jonerally avoided. Whoc 
the troops inarch or havo to bo quartorod, the 
people look upon it as a calamity; towns and 
;iolds lire indiscriminately plundered, and tha 
approach of tho army is sufficient to p'.it tbu 
Inhabitants of a town to (light, who carry 
ivith thoni all thoir portable property, 


Mon who belong to tho casts of tho 


Mandshu aro regarded as tho true soldiers. 
Their maintenance is provided for by the 
emperor. Other castes can only enter the 
army through influential recommendation. 
Tho phvsical condition of 
tlio Jlandsim 


soldiers is not much taken into account, so 
hat there Is an important average of the 
cripplod and maimed in the army. Groat 
numbers are absent on arbitrary leave, and 
thereby thu oftoctivo strength is much re- 
duced. Soldiors completely unfit for service 
often receivo an imperial permission to IJL'S. 
Tho Chinese soldier is not bound to bis (lug 
nor by any oath of fidelity; ia time of peace 
ho ia atliborty to return homo. 


A regulation uniform scarcely exists. The 


military outfit principally consists ot a sky- 
blue woolen blouse trimmed with fur; on the 
client and back of thisgnrmontnro sewed two 
white disks, on which aro written the word; 
"soldier" or "artillery." Tho rest of the cos- 
tume consists of white pantaloons, very wide 
and tied around the calf of tho log, silk shoe; 
with thick card-board soles, and (n summer o 
broad-brimmed straw hat, in winter a kind 
of turban, In this dress tho Chineso soldier 
can scarcely be distinguished from a civilian. 
The arms aro in a worse state, China having 
lately boon flooded wl'.h guns of all kinds, 
and there prevails a most comical confusion 
with regard to caliber aud ammunition. 


Col. 
Kreitner, aa Austrian well known by bis 


travels in China, says that hull1 thu Chinese! 
army is armed with tho old Dro-lock gun, 
three-fourths o£ tho other half with old per' 
cusion guns of Gorman, English, American 
und French manufacture, and the remaining 
fourth with modern breech-loaders. 


Tho auilliory troops aro still armed with 


lances, bows and arrows, and clubs. For a 
short period the infantry were furnished with 
bayonets, but as many accidents happened, 
the awkward soldiers wounding each other 
in tbo legs while practicing, the dangerous 
weapon is now left safely at homo. The 
artillery is-no bettor provided; tho old un- 
riflod cannon are in tolerable condition, 
requiring but little cure, but tho Armstrong I 
and Krnpp guns uro in a deplorable .state. : 
The cotuniandfir looks upon them as show! 
pieces, and only ou grout occasions is a shot 
fired against a target, the soldiers hissing and 
hooting whenever u miss occurs. 
Tho men 


who servo the guns are ill-taught and too 
Humorous. Tour clean the piece, sis carry 
ammunition, two point the gi:n according to 
tho directions from an oSlcer, and commands 
aro issued in English, Gorman, or Fronc.li, 
according to the nationality of tho instruc- 
tor. 


Tho barracks are shapeless buildings, those 


iu the towns tearing the inscription, "Be- 
ware! Keepofl'l Here live soldiers." There 
aro no proper regulations. A gun is fired iu 
tho morning, but tho Chinese soldier goner- 
ally refuses to bo disturbed, and only begins 
drill in tho afwmoon. Batches of ten or 
fifteen men moffi together at tho hours most 
convenient to them. Officers who do :iot 
belong to tho Mandshu jaste aro ranked 
below the civil servants, having to pass an 
examination, which is not required of the 
othere. 


Tho 'superior officers havo a bad name. 


They impose ransom and encourage plunder, 
often appear at parade in 'a tipsy stato, aud, 
il In want, sometimes sell tbo arms of a 
whole company, which has then to £p through 
tho exercise using bamboo sticks. Tho olli- 
cers go unarmed in time of peace. Discipline 
and order are almost unknown. 
Whila 


marching tho soldiers choose what road suits 
them best, and It is seldom that fifty men 
remain together. The arsenal near Shanghai 
in directed by u Gorman soldier named Brett- 
Schneider, and produces about ton Remington 
rifles a day.
